To Whom It May Concern: 


As the past secretary and member of the Tulare County Amateur Ra- 
dio Club, located in Visalia, | wanted to let you know that our Club repeater 
is available for all traveling to and from the DX Convention. The frequency 
is 146.880 (-) with encode and decode CTCSS of 103.5 hertz. Coverage is 
from the Grapevine along Interstate 5 to the south and about Merced to the 
north along both Interstate 5 and California 99. This coverage is often fur- 
ther to the north than Merced. The repeater is located at 7500’ on Park 
Ridge, east of Fresno near Grant Grove, Kings Canyon National Park. The 
system also includes a receiver located on Milk Ranch, above Ash Moun- 
tain, Sequoia National Park with a beam pointed directly at Visalia. There is 
another receiver at the airport site. This makes the repeater easily accessi- 
ble via a hand held radio, even indoors. 


This repeater also includes IRLP Node 8120 and Echolink Node 
152747, for which | am responsible. The only access code is for the Echo- 
link, which requires a “C” to be keyed before the node number they are call- 
ing. (ie.: C12345)
